Deadline Date for Listing 
In Convention Directory 


December 19 will be the deadline 
date for receipt of listings for the tele- 
phone directory of the 1950 food in- 
dustry convention in Atlantic City. 
This date has been decided on as the 
latest possible one in view of the tre- 
mendous task of compiling and print- 
ing the necessary information. 

For the 1950 Convention, there will 
be a single Convention Telephone Di- 
rectory, listing the locations of can- 
ners, brokers, buyers, and machinery 
and supplymen. 


Canners will have the option of list- 
ing their hotel locations in one, two or 
all three of the styles shown below: 


1. Firm name (your headquarters 
location) with hotel and room number 
and arrival and departure dates. 

2. Name of individuals under the 
firm name with or without hotel and 
room number, but with arrival and 
departure dates. 


3. Departments under firm name 
(production, sales, etc.) with hotel and 
room number and arrival and depar- 
ture dates. 

Member canners for whom N.C.A. 
has made hotel room reservations were 
notified by memorandum on December 
6 of these options and were instructed 
to send room listings to N.C.A. by not 
later than the deadline date of Decem- 
ber 19. If at that time a canner is not 
heard from, it will be assumed that he 
desires a listing only for the company.

The Gillette subcommittee on Utilization of Farm Crops has 
asked the National Canners Association to contribute to its in- 
vestigation of price spreads, and Secretary Carlos Campbell will 
appear before the subcommittee next Tuesday, December 13. 


The Gillette group is a subcommittee of the Senate Committee 
on Agriculture, to which it will report in January, following the 
reconvening of Congress, on its investigation and findings on price 
spreads between what the farmer receives for agricultural com- 


modities and what the consumer pays. 


The subcommittee has asked N.C.A. to contribute by presenting 
a composite picture of the costs of processing and marketing cer- 


tain designated canned foods. The

Dr. D. W. Bronk, Famed in Research, 
To Speak at 1950 Convention Session 


Dr. Detlev W. Bronk, president of Johns Hopkins University, will 
speak at the Second General Session of the 1950 Annual Conven- 
tion of the National Canners Association, at Atlantic City, Sunday 


afternoon, January 29. 


Dr. Bronk, one of the most dynamic 
figures in American science and edu- 
cation today, is chairman of the Na- 
tional Research Council, foreign secre- 
tary of the National Academy of 
Sciences, and a member of the U. 8. 
National Commission for UNESCO. 

A graduate of Swarthmore College, 
he took his doctorate in physics at the 
University of Michigan. Thereafter 
biophysics captured his imagination 
and a year in the leading physiological 
laboratories in Cambridge and London 
launched him in 1928 on a career in 
this field. In research on the electrical

The 1949 pack of canned fresh lima 
beans was 4,713,207 actual cases, and 
4,371,000 cases on the basis of 24/2’s, 
according to the Association’s Division 
of Statistics. A decided increase is 
shown throughout the country. De- 
tails are reported on page 353. 


Corn Borer Damage Estimated 
At Over 250,000,000 Bushels 


Preliminary estimates of the amount 
of corn lost to the European corn 
borer last summer are placed by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture in 
excess of 250,000,000 bushels, in Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, lowa, Wisconsin, and 
Minnesota. 

An estimated loss of nearly 100,- 
000,000 bushels of corn, worth approxi- 
mately $103,000,000 was caused last 
year by that insect, USDA reports. 

The borer damage disclosed by the 
entomologists’ 1949 surveys is a part 
of the damage from all causes which 
already has been taken into account 
in the estimates of corn production 
published each month by the BAE 
Crop Reporting Board. 

The early estimates from only a few 
of the infested states, USDA declares, 
“indicate that this pest has become 
one of the most important single agri- 
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cultural insect species in the United 
States.”

sociation of New York State Canners, 
Inc., at its annual convention. 


Mr. Taylor asserted that charges 
made against business, holding it re- 
sponsible for the depression of the 
‘twenties, are false but that business 
leadership must “patiently sit down 
to disentangle the true from the false, 
point out the false and acknowledge 
the true, and seek ways to correct its 
errors. 


“If it does a good honest job of 
this,” he continued, “the country will 
be more ready to listen to the criti- 
cism which business leadership can 
soundly make of its opposition. 

“Business and industry have a chal- 
lenge which they cannot evade,” he 
said. “If they meet it successfully, 
they will contribute as enormously 
to man’s happiness as they have al- 
ready contributed to his physical com- 
fort.” 

Copies of a press release highlight- 
ing these remarks by Mr. Taylor were 
sent by the N.C.A. to 90 dailies and 
176 weeklies and bi-weeklies in New 
York State, to 34 trade papers, and 
to the national newspaper wire serv- 
ices, and additional copies were made 
available for distribution to the work- 
ing press covering the meeting in 
Buffalo.

Secretary Carlos Campbell ad- 
dressed the annual meeting of the 
Maine Canners Association in Port- 
land December 5;

To bring the definition and standard 
of identity for canned oysters into 
conformity with a recent court ruling, 
the Federal Security Administrator 
has amended the definition and stand- 
ard of identity so as to permit the 
labeling of Pacific oysters (Ostrea 
gigas) as “Oysters.” The amendment 
was published in the Federal Register 
of December 2.

eight commodities on which the sub- 
committee has asked for information 
are corn, peas, green and wax beans, 
tomatoes, apricots, peaches, pears, and 
citrus, 

Bread, flour, dairy and coffee indus- 
try representatives have appeared be- 
fore the subcommittee during the past 
two weeks, as well as such government 
people as the Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics, the Chief of the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, and the As- 
sistant Administrator of the Produc- 
tion and Marketing Administration. 


The Gillette subcommittee held a 
series of hearings from April 27 to 
October 6, and began the current series 
on November 28. In addition to Sena- 
tor Gillette (lowa), the subcommittec 
comprises Senators Lucas (III.), Hol- 
land (Fla.), Aiken (Vt.) and Young 
(8.D.).

and chemical mechanisms of the nerv- 
ous system, Dr. Bronk demonstrated a 
master of physics, engineering and 
physiology. As director of the 
Eldridge Reeves Johnson Foundation 
for Medical Physics, he organized and 
for many years led an effective group 
of investigators studying the physical 
basis of vital phenomena. 


During the war, Dr. Bronk made a 
distinguished contribution as Coordi- 
nator of Research in the Air Surgeon’s 
office, and in work directly on prob- 
lems in the fields of oxygen and vision. 

Since the war, his interests have 
still further broadened. As a member 
of the United States National Commis- 
sion for UNESCO, he has concerned 
himself with international scientific 
and cultural problems. Since 1945 as 
Foreign Secretary of the National 
Academy of Sciences, Dr. Bronk has 
facilitated interchange between Amer- 
ican and foreign scholars. 

Perhaps his most taxing assignment 
is the chairmanship of the National 
Research Council which concerns itself 
in all matters affecting the public in- 
terest in the field of science from 
weapons and scholarships for atomic 
research to public health. In this con- 
nection, he comes into contact with 
the leading scientific questions of the 
day and age. 


With seemingly limitless energy, Dr. 
Bronk has relinquished few past ac- 
tivities as he has acquired new. As 
President of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, he continues his work in Wash- 
ington and in the laboratory. A su- 
perlatively busy man, he yet finds time 
to ponder on the relations between 
science and the rest of the world of 
knowledge and human understanding. 


Last December Dr. Bronk headed a 
scientific mission to Japan to study the 
organization and technology of that 
country for the National Research 
Council. 


He is also a member of the Board 
of Scientific Directors of Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research, the 
National Naval Research Advisory 
Committee, the Sciences Advisory 
Board of the U. S. Air Force, the ad- 
visory committee for biology and medi- 
cine of the Atomic Energy Commission 
and the National Committee for Aero- 
nautics. During the war, he was chief 
of the Division of Aviation Medicine 
of the Committee on Medical Research 
of the Office of Research and Develop- 
ment,
